An _ enterprising 
breeder in Manitoba has crossed 
them with the American bison, or 
| buffalo, and the cross-bred progeny 
prove as hardy as their wild par- 


ents. The West Highland, or Kyloe, 


cattle are a very ancient if not ab- 
eriginal race, found in the Hebrides 
and the adjoining northwestern 
coast of Scotland. In these bleak 
| regions the cattle have for cen- 
turies found subsistence upon the 
scanty herbage, with no shelter in 
the winter except for the milk 
‘cows, which were allowed to share 
the humble cottages of the crofters. 
Let such is their native hardiness 
that a large proportion of them 
survive the wildest storms, and 
when driven southward to the 
richer pastures of England, they 
rapidly take on flesh, and produce 
beef of such extra quality that it 
commands the highest price in 
the London market. 

The West Highland cattle are 
black, with moderate small heads, 
fine ears and muzzle, spreading 
horns of waxy color, thin neck, full 
brisket, well sprung ribs, broad 
straight backs, full hind quarters, 
short straight legs, and 8 general 
square, well - bred 


long, thick silky hair, beneath 
which is a dense coat of fine hair 
or fur. The face is particularly 
well protected, and this gives the 
cattle the valuable quality of being 
able to feed with front to the 
storm. © Notwithstanding their 
Shaggy appearance and long horns, 
they are very gentle and docile. 
They ure rather small, as may well 
be supposed from the hardships to 
which they are sabjected in their 
native habitat. Well-fed bullocks 
weigh from one thousand to thir- 
teen hundred pounds. These cat- 
tle have always been bred pure, 
without crossing with other breeds.

Cleveland Sends One in Hegard 
te the Chinese Treaty. 

WasHiNoTOoN, March 9.— The Presi- 
dent to-day sent to the Senate the fol- 
lowing message: 

To the Senate: A copy of the follow- 
ing resolution, passed by the Senate 
on the first day of the present month, 
was delivered to me on the third in- 


stant: 

Resolved, That, in view of the difi- 
culties and embarrassment that have 
attended the regulation in immigra- 
tion of Chinese to the United Siates 
under the limitations of our treaties 
with China, the President of the United 
States be req nested to negotiate a treaty 
with the Emperor of China, contain- 
ing a provision that po Chinese laborer 
shall enter the United States. 

The importance of the subject re- 
ferredtoin this resolution bas by no 
means overlooked by the executive 
branch of the goverument charged 
under the constitation witb the formu- 
lation of treaties with foreign countries. 
Negotiations with the Emperor of 
China for a treaty such as is men- 
tioned in said resolution were com- 
menced many months xe and have 
been since continued. The progress 
of the negotiations thus inaugurated 
has heretofore been freely cowmuni- 
vated to such members of the Senate 
and its Committ e on Foreign Rela-

tions as sought iuformation. concern- . 


ing the same. It is, however, with

After chanting. the medicine man 
arose to his feet and walked around 
a s.nall fire iu the center of the in- 
elosurs seven times, chanting and 
beating time with a bunch of *‘deer 
nails” tied with. string to the end 
of a round stick, and which is used 
#8 a charm to keep evil spirits 
away. With « wild yell he agaiu 
dropped ou his knees, bared the 

poose’s stomach aud began suck- 
ing ite navel foratout five minutes. 
During that process his four assiat- 
ants kept upacontinual howling. 
The medicine man again arose to 
his feet, walked around the fire 
while a noise was heard in bis 
throat as if iu the act of cargling.
